The question of whether or not a n i 


automobile is a wagon was argued by 


A ttorney M. E. Ryan of Brainerd, In 


federal court at Duluth yesterday a f­ 


ternoon before Judge Page Morris. 


After a number of authorities had 
been quoted by Mr. Ryan regarding 
the federal law, which says “ that 
boats, teams and wagons containing 
liquor being transported over Indian 
territory be seized by officers of the 
government,'* 
he 
contended 
that 
there was nothing said about trans­ 
porting liquors in autos and In this 
regard asked that 
the 
complaint 
against John Butorac of Ironton, who 
was arrested Oct. l l , 1916. by gov­ 
ernm ent agents while transporting 
26 gallons of liquor across tile Indian 
reservation in an auto used for pas­ 
senger purposes he dismissed. 
Judge M o m s ruled that sis the ma­ 
chine was being used to transport 
liquor that the proper definition for 
the same should be a gas wagon and 
promptly overruled the motion made 
by the Brainerd attorney. 


In his argum ent before the court 
Mr. Ryan quoted the federal court of 
Montana as having paned on a sim ­ 
ilar question recently In which Judge' 
Ilourquin ruled that an automobile 
was not a wagon. 
“As long as the machine was used 
for the. purpose of transporting 26 
gallons of liquor,” said Judge Morris, 
“ it will he known as a gas wagon in 
J ills court. 
The motion is therefore 
overruled." 
It was brought out that the law in 
question was pasted by congress in 
I K64 when such things as autom o­ 
biles were unknown and that the par­ 
agraph in question hail never been 
amended.
